INTERESTING FACTS OF SOMNAMBULISM. 

Tho following interesting facts und remarks ure copied from Wein- 
holt's ** Lectures on Somnambulism,” translated by Colquhoun : 

| begin with the case in Moritz's Magazine, which was first 
translated by M. Spalding, and afterward inserted by Meiners 
in his eolleetiun. ‘This is a case of what has been called the 
“louping ague,’ which, unquestionably, is just one instance 
of that species of somnambulism which I have referred to as 
oveasionally accompanying nervous diseases. The patient was 
a female of sixteen. vears of age. The paroxysm generally 
attacked her in the morning, and consisted of a profound 
sleep. In this state she would jump with astonishing activity 
upon tables and chairs, run when permitted, and with great 
rapidity, out of the house—generally to a particular place in 
the neighborhood; aud when she did not awake, she would 
return immediately, but sometimes by a different road, and in 
adill.rent direction. She not unfrequently left the high road, 
and ran straight through the fields. She never fell, nor injured 
herself, however rough her path might be, or huwever fast she 
might run; and her speed was sometimes so great that her 
much stronger and more active brother could not keep pace 
with her. She frequently mounted upon the gardeu-wail, 
upen the uneven top of which she contiuucd to run; nay, she 
even went upon the edge of the house-roof, without, once 
stumbling, much less falling. During ail these hazardous 
operations, her eyes were fast closed, and she appeared to be dc. 
prived of all her othr senses. 

The second volume of Worits’s Magazine contains the his- 
tory of a boy of nine years of age, who frequently fell into a 
species of sotunoleney, during which he was capable of carry- 
ing on a conversation, Lis eyes were fast closed, but, notwith- 
afandisg of this ercumitiace, he saw and named all objects that 
were presented ly hits, 

A very temarkable case was related to me by a most trust- 
worthy obsuver, the late Hamburg physician Dr. Schulz, from 
whom the Auiie Counselor. Meiners, ef Gottingen, also ic- 
ceived it, and inserted it in his well-known collection. — It was 
that of a girl between twelve and thirteen years of age, be- 
longing to a family of somo distinction, who was afflicted with 
a violent nervous complaint, in which strong convulsive mo- 
tions alternated with catalepsy and syncope. Besides, she 
frequently had paroxysms, during which she conversed with 
much liveliness and ingenuity. Ju this state she distinguished, 
withoul difficultu, all colors that were presenkd to her, reevy- 
nized the numbers or cards, and the stripes upon those which

were varicyated. She described the color of the binding of 


books when shown to her. She wrote in the sume manner as 
weual, und cul figures in paper, as she was accustomed. to do, 
for pastime, in her waking slate, Hor eyes at this time were 
firmly closed. Butin order to be assured that she made no use 
of them, a banduye was placed over them on the approach of the 
parory sim,

Obviously not, unless, at the came time, it were 
shown that these emotions were impossible upon any othe 
supposition, But this ia not the fact, as deinonstrated in the 
undenu d experiments of psychology. 

Hut even were not this fret patent to all, it would atill be 
po ible for à being of much leas power than infinito to soom 
plish wll this, and even more. All these changes, so far as 
man can see or allicin, are changea in the. paychical states of 
his own nature, Sle has neither pained nor lost a single fac. 
ulty in the whole process, Does it require an Infinite Deity 
to do this? A much inferior power often does it, The 
fallacy, logically spenking, is thia, the conclusion containe sa 
clement not found in the premises, ‘They affirm certain 
changes, all of which are easily. cognized and comprehended 
by the finite capacity of man, while the cunelusion contaira 
the affirmation that such changes could only be wrought by 
infinite power; and, further, that «aid power did produce them. 
Nothing could be more illogical—-nothing more false; and yet 
this is continually iterated and reiterated in all the pulpits and 
prayer-meetings of Evangelical Christendom. 

But ] purpose to pursue this fallacy o little further. Allow. 
ing it possible that an infinite, Divine Personality exists sil 
it will he yorever imposible for man to know it dfe will be 
forever confined to inference and failh—econecquently to user- 
tainty, "The Finite can never, in the nature of things, appreach 
or in any way conceive of lufinity. Nor ean Infinity dewend 
to ar into the Finite, as a comprehensible entity, To compre 
W hed 


exceeds our measure, vau never be knoau--is incomprebet. 


hend, ia to. bring within our power of mea iremeut. 
sible, — Jiinitation pertains to the Vinite- -to man, but lafinity 
diselaiine all limitation, and hence must forever be unknown. 
Were it ever possible for the Infinite Personality to produce 
finito effects, it wonld afford no evidences whatever of hie real

So all the miracles of the Bible 
might be wrought hy a power infinitely leas than Infinite; 
consequently they, if true, ntford. no proof of the assumptions 
based thercon, any more than do the subjective cmotiuns of 
the exeited rehigionist prove the same point, He knows there 
is an Infinite Persounlity, because he feels in n particular man- 
ner; and he knows the Bible to be the word of God because 
it harmonizes with those same cinotions, and declares them to 
be wrought by Him. It is very true that the performance of 
such works, ns are recorded in the Bible, indicates the exist- 
ence of a power superior to man, but it is equally true that 
it proves nothing more ; and for aught that appears to the con. 


trary, there may be as many God» as there are worlds, or even 
mare, 

Indeed, the original tradition, from which the book of Gen- 
esis in in part made up, affirms the agency of a number of 
Gods in the formation of this earth, It says, “In the begin- 
ning the Gods (Elohim) formed the earth,” afterward), in a coun- 
cil of deities, it was said, @ Let vs make man in otr own im- 
age.” And, at a still later time, “the inan is become ns one of 
ta” [ehe Bible true? then was there n plurality of Gods (or 
mighty ones) concerned in the work of so-called creation, Is 
man finite? then ja the God of Christendom finite; for man ia 
made in hie “image” or likences, | have not intended this as 
a Biblical argument, but simply to &how that the idea of finite- 
neve or limitation is every where expressed in the Look which, 
it is falsely clnitned, affirms the being of an Infinite Personality. 

But, to return to our argument, no powible display of power 
or intellect can be cognized hy man, if it transcends the ieas- 
unng capacity of bis own mind. But, if thus treasured, it 
comes within the sphere of limitation, and consequently can 
furnish no data for the conclusion that an Infinite Personality 
existe or acts, Hence, man can never know, or even legiti- 
mately infer, that any change which affects him, either favor- 
ably or otherwise, is the result of Deific volition. Every such 
conclusion reata upon an insufficient basis, and is, therefore, 
filie. Hence all the fears, hopes, and joys experienced by 
men in consequenee of the supposed good or ill-fecling of an 
Infinite Poraunality toward them or their conduct have had, 
and do now have, no. foundation in truth whatavever. Vo- 
lition, in the human or comprehensible sense, i» impossible to 
the Infinite, for it is chango in the mental state of the boing 
willing, and is induced by a comparison of reasons not pre- 
viously known or compared, which is imposible to the Om- 
nieient. Volition is the beginning or birth of a purpose; but 
there can Le no such beginnings in a Being strictly Infinite or 
Unbeginning. Erom the very nature of the case, we are com- 
pelled to «xeludo all finiteness or limitation from the Infinite. 
But all changes, all beginnings and endings and willings, are 
finite, and, hence, impos ible to the Infinite, Therefore all 
notions and talk respecting the will of God are nonsense, He 
can neither will nor won't, Ile can neither be pleased nor 
displet ed, for this would imply subjection to change-a sus- 
ceptibility to the power of finite beings and acts. Indeed, 
emotionality in any form, being change and dependent on 
change for its existence, can never be truly affirmed of an All- 
Perfect, Infinite Being. 

Behold, then, the stupendous fullacy of man! Heis con- 
sciou« uf certain changes of feeling in himself, and forthwith 
makea the monstrous ssaumption thst he hns discovered the 
existence and attributes of a Being of whom he can not pos- 
tibly know, as we have shown, even if such a Being exists. 
Conceiving himself possessed of the scorets of the Infinite, he 
proceeds to enforce upon lis fellow-man the supposed will of 
God, With great self-complaceney ho regards himself a spe- 
cial favorite, and can not help, if he would, the pleasing idea 
that he ia, in somo way, better than his fellow. With arro- 
gant pride and heartless bigotry be lights the fires or unsheaths 
the aword of persecution ; or, if foo weak for this, imposes legal 
and social disabilities upon his skeptical fellow. ‘The untold 
sufferings of our brethren should render every man, making 
any pretensions to philosophic thought, careful of this specious 
fallacy. From our own scnastions, we can never infer a cause 
above the finite pines and on that plane can nok, by them, 
infor certainly (he pommonality of any wupposed Spirit who is
